The  Johnson  Administration 
has  announced  a sharp  cutback 
in  draft  deferments  for  graduate 
students. 

Two  of  the  draft  decrees  will 
make  current  college  seniors  and 
first-year  graduate  students 
prime  draft  candidates. 

The  first  ruled  out  deferment 
for  graduate  students  except 
those  in  medicine  and  dentistry. 
The  second  continued  the  policy 
of  calling  the  oldest  draft-eligible 
men  first. 

The  National  Security  Council 
also  suspended  indefinitely  the 
list  of  critical  occupations  and 
essential  activities  that  have 
formed  the  basis  for  about  half 
the  339,474  occupational  defer- 
ments now  held  by  draft  regist- 
rants. 

According  to  the  Wall  Street 
Journal,  the  Administration  esti- 
mates it  will  draft  about  240,000 
men  during  the  fiscal  year  be- 
ginning July  1.  The  figure  sug- 
gests that  a high  percentage  of 
those  drafted  after  June  will  be 
college  graduates. 

The  Scientific  Manpower  Com- 
mission, a private  organization, 
estimated  the  rulings  will  make 
about  433,000  students  eligible  for 
the  draft. 


Educators  reacted  sharply  to 
the  Administration's  decision. 

Dr.  Logan  Wilson,  president  of 
the  American  Council  on  Educa- 
tion, called  the  decision  a “short- 
sighted" one. 

“In  addition  to  the  handicaps 
it  places  on  advanced  level  ed- 
ucation, its  implications  for  the 
long-range  trained  manpower 
needs  of  the  nation  are  alarm- 
ing,” he  said. 

University  administrators  said 
the  draft  decisions  would  create 
large  gaps  in  the  ranks  of  grad- 
uate students  and  disrupt  the 
teaching  of  undergraduates  as 
well.  Many  graduate  students 
serve  as  instructors  or  teaching 
assistants  in  undergraduate 
courses.

Robert  H.  Baker,  Dean  of  the 
Northwestern  University  Gradu- 
ate School,  called  the  deferment 
cutback  “a  disaster  to  a modem 
progressive  nation.” 

“We’re  now  studying  this  pro- 
blem,” announced  Wesley  P. 
Lloyd,  BYU  Graduate  School 
Dean.  “Our  early  estimate  in- 
dicates a 25  per  cent  decrease 
in  next  fall’s  anticipated  enroll- 
ment.” 

CONGRESSIONAL  REVIEW 

National  educational  agencies 
are  requesting  congressional  re- 
view of  the  new  policy,  pointed 
out  the  Graduate  School  Dean. 
The  results  of  these  requests, 
however,  are  “still  unknown.” 
“The  Council  of  Graduate  Schools 
is  deeply  concerned,”  added 
Dean  Lloyd. 

The  National  Security  Council, 
which  made  the  policy  decisions 
behind  the  new  draft  rulings, 
said  it  was  slashing  graduate  de- 
ferments in  part  because  of  the 
“inequities  that  result  from  grad- 
uate deferments  because  many 
of  those  deferments  can  be  pyra- 
mided into  exemption  from  mili- 
tary service.”

Dr.  Widtsoe,  prominent  church- 
man, lecturer,  educator  and 
author,  was  born  in  Norway  Jan. 
31,  1872,  and  immigrated  to  Utah 
with  his  mother  in  1833. 

He  graduated  from  Brigham 
Young  College  (Logan)  and  Har- 
vard in  chemistry,  and  received 
his  Ph.  D.  degree  at  Goetingen 
University  in  Germany. 

He  served  as  president  of  USAC 
from  1907  to  1916  and  president  of 
the  University  of  Utah.  1916  to 
1921.  when  he  was  ordained  an 
apostle  by  President  Heber  J. 
Grant.  From  1927  to  1929  he  was 
president  of  the  British  Mission 
of  the  Church.

A prolific  writer,  Dr.  Widtsoe 
authored  30  books  and  800  titles 
in  pamphlets,  tracts  and  study 
courses  in  the  fields  of  agricul- 
ture, health.  Church  doctrine, 
government,  and  biography. 

Dr.  Martin,  born  Nov.  21,  1885 
to  a poor  coal  mining  family  in 
England,  became  one  of  the  most 
famous  agronomists  in  the  U.S. 
before  his  death  in  1958. 

His  family  was  converted  to 
the  LDS  faith  in  England  when 
he  was  about  six  years  old  and 
he  immigrated  to  the  U.S.  at 
age  15  to  earn  money  to  bring 
the  rest  of  the  family  to  this 
country. 

he  was  valedictorian  at  BYU 
in  1912,  obtained  his  Ph.D.  at 
Cornell  University  in  1919,  and 
joined  the  BYU  faculty  in  1921, 
serving  the  University  for  37 
years  as  professor  of  agronomy 
and  dean  of  the  College  of  Ap- 
plied Science.

In  addition,  there  will  be  four 
lecture  rooms  for  100  students, 
four  for  80  students,  four  for  60 
students,  eight  for  40  students  and 
16  seminar  rooms  which  will  ac- 
commodate about  20.

General  Hershey,  head  of  the  Selective 
Sendee,  has  announced  nearly  all  graduate 
deferments  are  canceled  except  for  a few 
med  students. 

This  is  a most  unfortunate  situation. 

Mr.  Hershey  makes  no  bones  as  to  the 
motives  of  this  latest  measure.  He  flatly 
stated  it  was  done  to  meet  the  increased  de- 
mand for  soldiers  to  be  sent  to  Vietnam. 

There  are  many  complications  if  this 
measure  is  enforced.

Summer  School  Bigger  Than  Ever

Summer  school?  But  there’s  still 
snow  on  the  ground. 

True,  but  the  BYU  Summer 
School  program  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Dean  Peterson  is  under  way. 
This  year  the  program  will  be 
bigger  and  better  than  ever  before. 

For  many  reasons,  says  Dr  Pet- 
erson, “it  seems  to  be  getting 
harder  and  harder  to  get  through 
college  and  graduate  in  four 
years.”  This  is  especially  true  at 
BYU  because  of  interruption  cau- 
sed by  mission  and  the  large  reli- 
gion requirement. 

The  Summer  School  Program  is 
not  just  an  extension  of  the  re- 
gular school  year— although  for 
continuing  students  it  is  consid- 
ered as  such.

sions of  the  program  special 
clinics,  workshops  and  conferences 
are  held  which  attract  people 
from  all  over  the  U.S. 

Counting  all  of  the  people  who 
attended  all  of  the  various  func- 
tions offered  by  the  Summer 
School  Program,  Dr.  Peterson 
said  that,  “over  20,300  people  were 
on  the  BYU  campus  last  summer. 

ADVANTAGES 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  stu- 
dent, one  of  the  greatest  advant- 
ages of  the  Summer  School  Pro- 
gram is  many  of  the  faculty  mem- 
bers are  visitors  to  the  campus.

MIAMI  TORNADO 

A tornado  smashed  through  a 25-block 
patch  of  Miami  Monday,  flipping  cars 
around  like  toys,  crushing  homes  and  stores 
and  leaving  14  persons  injured. 

Most  of  Miami’s  tornado  damage  was  on 
the  north  side  of  the  city.  At  least  80  to 
100  homes  were  wrecked  and  a number  of 
stores  were  crushed  in  a shopping  center. 

One  of  the  area’s  hurricane-hardened  in- 
habitants said  he’d  take  a hurricane  any 
day. 

“I’ve  been  through  every  bad  hurricane 
to  hit  Miami  in  the  last  22  years  and  none 
of  them  was  as  bad  as  this,”  he  said. 


WALLACE  “MENACE” 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  — Sen.  Hugh 
Scott  Sunday  described  former  Alabama 
Gov.  George  Wallace  as  a “menace.”  He  said 
it  is  “surely  not  impossible”  that  his  third- 
party  candidacy  will  leave  selection  of  a 
president  in  1968  to  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

The  Pennsylvania  Republican,  a former 
National  GOP  Chairman,  said  Wallace  will 
be  “dangerous  to  both  parties.”  He  stressed 
Wallace’s  impact  on  the  GOP  which,  Scott 
said,  should  win  the  White  House  this  year. 

“George  Wallace  is  a menace  to  every- 
body. He’s  a menace  to  himself ; He’s  a men- 
ace to  Alabama;  He’s  a menace  to  the 
United  States  and  he’s  a menace  to  the 
Democratic  and  Republican  Parties.” 


SpencerTracy  Nominal 
For  Academy  Award 


HOLLYWOOD  (UPI)-Spencer 
Tracy,  who  died  last  June,  was 
nominated  posthumously  today  for 
an  Academy  Award  for  his  per- 
formance as  the  gruff  newspaper 
publisher  in  “Guess  Who’s  Coming 
to  Dinner.” 

“Bonnie  and  Clyde”  and  “Guess 
Who’s  Coming  to  Dinner”  each 
won  10  nominations  in  the  40th 
annual  awards  competition.  Both 
were  named  among  the  top  five 
pictures  of  the  year. 

The  other  three  contenders 
were  “The  Graduate,”  “In  the 
Heat  of  the  Night,”  and  “Doctor 
Dolittle.” 

BEST  ACTOR 

Nominated  for  best  actor  were 
Warren  Beatty  (Bonnie  and  Clyde), 
Dustin  Hoffman  (The  Graduate), 
Paul  Newman  (Cool  Hand  Luke), 
Rod  Steiger  (In  The  Heat  of  the 
Night),  and  Tracy. 

Among  the  nominees  only  Tracy 
was  a previous  winner.  He  won  in 
1937  for  “Captains  Courageous,” 
and  in  1938  for  “Boy’s  Town.” 

Should  Tracy  win  he  would  be  the 
only  performer  to  capture  three 
Oscars  for  best  actor  and  the  only 
one  to  win  posthumously. 

The  nomination  was  the  fourth 
for  Newman,  who  has  yet  to  win, 
and  the  third  for  Steiger  who  also 


has  failed  to  capture  the  top  : 
in  the  competition.  Beatty 
Hoffman  are  in  the  running 
the  first  time.
